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papers,  scarcely  any  have  been  in  favour  of  the  Ministry.  In  Paris  th# 
ministerial  minority  has  been  contemptibly  small ;  in  one  Arrondisse^ 
vicnt  the  number  amounted  only  to  nine  votes  against  1,117;  and  ia 
only  one  out  of  the  nine,  had  the  ministerial  candidate  even  a  passa¬ 
ble  minority.  In  fact,  out  of  about  8,000  voters  who  came  to  the  poll, 
only  1,114,  not  a  seventh-part,  voted  for  the  ministerial  side.  The 
rest  gave  their  voices  for  the  well-known  Liberals — M  M.  Dupont, 
Lafitte,  Cassimer-Perrier,  Benjamin  Constant,  De  Scuonek, 
Ternaux,  Royer-Collard,  and  Baron  Louis.  Nor  happily  is 
this  determined  spirit  confined  to  Paris — the  Electoral  Colleges  of 
Versailles,  Compeigne,  Pontoise,  and  Corbcil,  have  all  returned  Op¬ 
position  Candidates ;  while  the  change  of  the  provisional  bureaux  of 
Rouen,  Havre,  Orleans,  Evreux,  Chartres,  Amiens,  St  Quentin, 
Dieppe,  Beauvais,  Peronne,  Vervins,  and  Troyes,  shew  that  a  similar 
result  may  be  expected  in  all  these  places.  In  short,  as  far  as 
the  elections  have  proceeded,  taking  the  preliminary  ones  as  a  test, 
there  is  a  majority  against  the  Ministers  of  forty-six  to  eighteen.  Nay, 
it  is  asserted,  that  many  of  the  stationary  public  functionaries j  who 
have  been  appointed  by  Villele  himself,  have  voted  for  Liberal 
Candidates,  a  fact  which  has  led  to  a  suspicion  that,  perceiving  how 
affairs  go,  that  bold  and  pertinacious  Statesman  is  playing  the  fool 
with  the  Apostolicals,  and  proving  to  them  by  facts,  and  possibly  to 
the  King  himself,  that  their  favourite  plan  of  retrogradation  is  im¬ 
possible.  This  suspicion  certainly  does  not  at  present  appear  to  rest 
on  much  foundation,  but  were  it  to  prove  well  grounded,  it  would  not 
materially  surprise  us.

FRENCH  ELECTIONS. 

To  the  admirers  and  promoters  of  rational  freedom,  the  news  received 
from  France,  during  the  past  week,  has  been  calculated  to  afford  the 
most  lively  satisfaction.  Not  only  has  the  intended  operation  of  the 
flagitious  and  charter-breaking  censorship  proved  of  no  avail  in  kee|)- 
ing  down  the  spirit  of  the  people,  but  the  reaction,  when  necessarily 
renewed,  has  produced  twice’the  effect  in  a  contrary  direction.  This 
is  precisely  as  it  should  be;  and  ought  to  convey  a  hint  to  the  fanati¬ 
cal  and  ministerial  conspirators  against  the  privileges  of  the  press 
and  the  community,  that  public  opinion  is  becoming  both  too  en¬ 
lightened,  and,  in  its  moral  operation,  too  powerful,  to  yield  impli- 
I  citly  to  the  wretched  intrigues  and  coups  d*etat,  by  which  French  exe- 
:  cutive  policy  has  always  been  too  much  distinguished,  and  which  the 
reigning  one  seems  anxious  to  exhibit  with  more  than  pristine  trickery 
'  and  heartlessness.  Under  a  system  of  election  like  that  of  France,* 
itself  a  former  imposition  upon  the  country  by  Villele,  when 
likely  to  be  defeated  in  the  Chambers  as  at  present,  the  existing 
spirit  is  in  the  highest  degree  honourable  to  an  elective  body 
under  the  weight  of  so  much  direct  inffuence.  Sacrifices  of  private 
views  and  feelings  to  honour  and  public  principles  are  now  going  on 
inlhat  country,  which  the  very  pedants  and  fanatics  who  will  now  stig¬ 
matise  them  as  wicked  and  revolutionary,  would  have  lauded  to  the  skies, 
if  they  had  happened  two  thousand  years  ago  and  formed  a  portion 
of  classic  story.  Several  instances  exist  of  persons  with  well-founded 
claims  to  the  votes  of  their  neighbours,  willingly  giving  up  and  sup¬ 
porting  the  nomination  of  men  better  adapted  to  the  struggle  than 
themselves;  and  to  crown  the  whole,  the  most  extraordinary  concord, 
amity,  and  unity  in  general  view,  as  regards  the  IVftnistry  which  has  so 
unsettled  the  nation,  seem  to  pervade  the  vast  majority  of  ministerial 
dissentients.  So  excited  indeed  are  the  French  people  at  large  by 


I  two  classes.  The  lowest  class  consists  of  persons  paying  12/.  or  upwards 
of  direct  taxes,  and  the  highest  of  those  paying  40/.  or  upwards.

20,000  persons,  a  very  small  number  considering  the  immense  means  which 
government  has  in  its  hands.

LOUD  CpCIIUANE  IN  GREECE. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  MORNINO  POST. 

Paris,  \9th  November,  1827. 

Sin, — In  a  letter  inserted  in  one  of  the  morning  newspapers,  a  communi¬ 
cation  from  Smyrna  is  quoted,  stating  that  the  Greek  piratical  vessels  are 
furnished  with  papers  by  my  husband.  This  assertion,  I  assure  you.  Sir,  is 
quite  unfounded.  Lord  Cochrane  is  incapable  of  countenancing  acts,  or  of 
putting  bis  name  to  instruments,  which  would  stamp  infamy  upon  their 
framers  and  contrivers.  His  whole  efforts,  since  he  has  been  amongst  the 
Greeks,  have  been  directed  to  the  organization  of  their  marine,  and  to  the 
repression  of  that  marauding  spirit  which  he  found  prevailing  amongst 
them;  and  the  severest  justice  cannot  blame  him  for  the  unauthorised  acts 
of  those  wretched  pirates. 

'  Can  it  for  one  moment  be  credited  that  Lord  Cochrane,  who  has  given  up 
80  much*— who  serves  these  unhappy  Greeks  without  pay,  and  almost 
without  thanks--who  departed,  leaving  his  wife  and  .his  children  as  a 
legacy  to  the  friends  of  the  cause,  should  thus  expose  himself,  not  only  to 
the  odium,  but  to  the  vengeance  of  the  world  ? 

-  The  time  will  perhaps  come,  when  other  powers  are  struggling  for  the 
ascendancy  in, the  Levant,  that  our  merchants  and  our  government  will  be 
brought  to  think  far  otherwise  than  such  calumnies  would  lead  them  to  do 
of  a  man,  who,  whatever  reasons  he  may  be  supposed  to  have  for  entertaining 
other  feelings,  has  always  considered  British  interests  paramount  to  every¬ 
thing.  Such  was  his  unvarying  line  of  conduct  when  in  South  America, 
and  such  it  has  been  and  will  be  in  Greece. 

It  is  very  painful  to  me  to  be  thus  publicly  compelled  to  refute  such 
itfoneous  statements ;  but  it  being  a  duty  I  owe  to  my  husband  and  to 
myself,  I  must  not  shrink  from  it ;  and  I  have  only  to  regret  that  1  am  not 
more  able  to  do  justice  to  the  subject  in  question.

On  iTuesday  evening  we  attended  the  representation  of  Love  in  a 
Village  at  this  theatre,  in  which  the  part  of  Young  Meadows  was 
assumed  by  Miss  Love,  who  went  through  it  with  considerable 
adroitness  in  respect  to  deportment  and  appearance,  and  tolerably 
ai  a  singer.  As  regards  the  former,  we  observed  little  to  criticise, 
except  a  somewhat  too  much  of  trippingness  in  the  walk,  and  a  cer¬ 
tain  jauntiness  of  mien,  which  might  induce  us  to  regard  the  junior 
Meadows  as  ‘possessed  of  a  small  spice  of  the  coxcomb.  This  lady 
eichibited  her  peculiar  powers  of  voice  more  than  once  with  great 
effect ;  but  her  execution  of  “  Oh  how  shall  I  in  language  meet,**  besides 
thowing  off  her  rematkable  ronfro/^o,  was  tasteful  and  feeling  in  the 
ex^me,  and  elicited  very  spontaneous  and  unequivocal  applause. 
Miss  Paton  was  the  Rosetta  on  this  occasion  ;  and  with  somewhat 
more  of  languor,  tlie  remains,  no  doubt,  of  late  indisposition,  per¬ 
formed  with  her  usual  genius  and  brilliancy;  while  Braham,  as 
JLtwthom,  sang  the  airs  assigned  to  him,  whether  belonging  to  the 
Opera,  OJ^  introduced,  with  extraordinary  power  and  energy.  We

(Miss  Nichols)  a  hoyden;  and  the  first  scene  in  which  the  one  is 
beheld  acting  her  intellectuals,  and  the  other  her  musicals,  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  exultant  mother,  has  some  verisimilitude,  although  with  a 
strong  dash  of  caricature.  All  the  rallying  scenes  between  Rum- 
bold  and  the  Ogle  family  are  also  whimsical  and  entertaining  by  the 
ron-descript  manner  in  which  Liston  can  mingle  humour,  vulgarity, 
self-complacency,  and  slang.  The  way  in  which  he  annoys  the  old 
lady  by  his  knowledge  of  the  business  of  her  first  husband,  and  the 
description  of  his  shop  in  Aldermanbury,  is  excellent;  and  he  is 
equally  happy  when,  substituting  his  head  beneath  a  Roman  toga  for 
that  of  a  model  in  the  room  of  the  painter,  he  witnesses  the  Baronet’s 
amorous  proposal  to  the  heartstricken  Georgiana,  All  this  no  doubt 
leaps  across  the  thin  partition  that,  in  these  days,  divides  the  province 
of  comedy  from  that  of  farce,  but  which,  as  times  go,  must  be  accepted 
for  legitimate  coin.  Miss  Ellen  Tree,  as  the  love-sick  Georgutnuy 
next  claims  attention;  and  her  representation  of  the  despair  and 
desolation  of  a  forsaken  maiden  “  who  loves  and  loves  for  ever,’’ 
excited  the  feelings  of  the  audience;  while  certain  tones  of  her  voice 
are  so  reminiscent  of  the  Cinri  of  her  sister,  she  also  doubly  in- 
•terests  by  recollection  and  association.  The  ImcIi/  Ogle  of  Mrs  C. 
Jones  was  made  as  precious  a  lump  of  tawdry,  purse-proud  vulgarity 
as  heart  could  desire :  in  truth,  Mrs  Jones  exhibits  the  vis  comica  with 
great  energy  and  keeping;  only  let  her  beware  of  an  occasional  taste 
for  the  outr^,  like  Dowton,  who  sometimes  makes  marvellously  free 
both  with  author  and  audience.  Cooper’s  poor  and  proud  Artist  was 
good;  and  Mrs  Orger’s  lively  and  affectionate  French  Soubrette 
admirable.  J.  Russell’s  French  soi-disant  Baron  was  also  very  fair. 
Lad^  Rdtcliffe  had  not  sufficient  comic  force  to  exhibit  the  autumnal 
talents  of  Mrs  Davison,  who  however  can  never  fiiil  of  engaging 
attention.  Miss  A.  Tree’s  deep  blue  is  good  ;  but  said  blue  is  not 
made  by  our  author  of  the  genuine  tinge  of  tlie  day.  Falmi/ra  is 
merely  pompous  and  didactic,  instead  of  dashing  at  everything 
icientific,  from  Acoustics  to  Zoology.  Miss  Nichols  had  only  to  make 
the  younger  sister  flippant  and  an  unteachable  pupil  on  the  piano¬ 
forte;  and  nothing  being  more  common  than  for  rising  young  ladies 
lo  excel  in  both  these  accomplishments,  there  was  no  difliculty  to  over¬ 
come.  As  to  Mrs  West,  as  she  had  only  to  look  pensive  and  pleasing, 
and  for  the  life  of  her  cannot  look  otherwise,  her  tale  is  rapidly  told. 
We  believe  we  have  gone  Uirough  the  list  with  the  exception  of  Mr 
W.  Bennett,  who  is  the  very  man  for  a  rigid  baronet,  but  hardly 
for  an  amorous  one;  his  love  was  like  the  partial  thaw  of  an  iceberg; 
and  of  Mr  Hooper,  in  Sir  Edward  Mowlrray^  a  fashionable  baronet 
of  the  walking  class,  and  having  only  to  be  dressed  fantastically,  and 
love  and  simper,  he  contrived  to  do  his  nothing  pretty  much  as  nothing 
should  be  done. 

So  much  on  tlie  score  of  story  and  acting,  as  regards  point  and 
dialogue,  we  must  o’bserve  that  the  equivoque  and  drollery  are  prin¬ 
cipally  confined  to  Liston,  now  and  then  indeed  assisted  by  the 
Baron,  the  Soubrette,  and  the  fat  Lady  Ogle.  So  much  was  this  the 
case,  that  when  that  extraordinary  actor  was  long  absent,  which  mis¬ 
fortune  occurs  in  the  third  and  fourth  acts,  there  is  an  excess  of  the 
laimoyantf  and  occasionally  of  what  is  worse — that  tediou8,explanatory, 
feminine,  plaintive  dialogue,  which  under  all  circumstances  is  tedious, 
but  now  that  the  size  of  the  winter  theatres  renders  it  but  partially  audi¬ 
ble  to  two-thirds  of  the  house,  should  be  indulged  in  very  sparingly, 
A  few  supernumerary  coughs  marked  this  error  significantly  enough ; 
and  we  doubt  not  they  have  produced  curtailment.  A  vulgar  dialogue 
between  an  impudent  pimping  servant  (Webster,)  and  the  intriguing 
Baronet,  was  marked  with  still  greater  reprobation ;  and  it  must  either 
be  much  curtailed  or  omitted  altogether.  It  might  have  its  merit,  as 
shewing  how  a  man’s  vices  may  sink  him  to  a  level  with  his  menial ;

The  non-arrival  of  news  from  Constantinople,  or  from  Admiral  Cod^ 
RiNGTON,  has  afforded  the  Tory  sources  an  opportunity  of  shining 
in  their  vocation ;  of  which  they  have  availed  tliemselves  with  the 
most  exemplary  assiduity.  As  in  the  case  of  all  persons  of  genius, 
their  primary  faculty  is  invention ;  which  they  have  exhibited  with  a 
bold  carelessness  of  the  certain  contradiction  of  the  next  dozen  Iiours, 
that  does  the  highest  honour  to  the  moral  and  mental  courage  of  a 
tribe  of  the  most  reckless  liars  that  ever  fibbed  for  faction.  First,  the 
Ministry  is  altogether  divided,  and  in  disorder  among  themselves,  on  ^ 
the  subject;  then  the  French  Ministry  is  in  the  sarao  prelirament — » 
witness  the  withholding  of  lionouts  to  the  French  Admiral  and  hit 
officers.  These  honours  are  the  next  day  bestowed  profusely ;  then  *

lion  is  a  falsification  of  that  of  Sir  E.  Codrington.  The  Ambas¬ 
sadors  of  the  Allied  powers  are  then  confined  by  the  Sultan  without 
the  least  ceremony;  which  happy  information  is  succeeded  by  a 
portion  of  the  British  fleet  being  blown  out  of  the  water  by 
the  batteries  of  Navarino.  Thus  have  the  gentle  souls  been 
amusing  themselves  all  the  week,  like  children  blowing  soap 
bubbles.  In  exact  imitation  of  that  innocent  recreation,  one 
puny  lie  has  followed  another,  to  float  in  an  atmosphere  of  cre¬ 
dulous  breath  for  an  hour  or  two,  and  then  to  burst  from  mere 
inanity,  and  be  no  more.  Dropping  the  puerility  of  these  zanies, 
the  rumours  really  brought  by  the  foreign  journals  are  nearly  as  vague 
and  void  of  substance,  although  originating  rather  from  the  gauzy 
nature  of  hearsay,  than  from  the  reckless  malice  prepense  and  con¬ 
scious  falsehood  of  the  home  manufacture.  Those  which  are  the  most 
worthy  notice  assert,  that  the  Turkish  fleet  was  absolutely  commanded, 
from  Constantinople,  to  attack  the  allied  fleets,  if  in  any  way  molested. 
Moreover,  all  accounts  agree,  that  the  Sultan  remained  impenetrable 
to  the  remonstrances  of  the  Austrian  Ambassador  in  favour  of  the 
views  of  Allies,  up  to  the  latest  moment  of  the  departure  of  the  last- 
received  dispatches ;  and  these  being  of  t^e  date  of  the  24th  October, 
at  that  time,  of  course,  no  news  of  the  late  engagement  had  reached 
the  Turkish  capital.  In  the  mean  time,  the  departure  of  Sir  John 
Gore,  as  the  bearer  of  orders  to  the  fleet  of  Admiral  Codrington, 
has  produced  much  speculation,  although  now  pretty  well  ascer¬ 
tained  to  be  in  consequence  of  intended  operations  of  moment,  as 
regards  the  Greek  piracies  and  other  matters,  in  respect  to  whieh  Sir 
John  will  hold  a  separate  command.  The  opportunity  for  a  Tory  lie 
was  too  tempting  to  be  lost  on  the  occasion ;  and  the  lying  troop 
being  immediately  on  the  alert,  it  was  discovered  that  Sir  John  Gore 
was  to  supersede  his  friend,  the  unhappy  Sir  Edward  Codrington, 
who  had  so  miserably  dishonoured  his  country.  The  ingenious  souls ! 

From  Spain  we  learn  that  Ferdinand,  through  the  medium  of 
the  Count  d^EsPAGNE,  is  bestowing  his  tender  mercies  on  the 
Catalonian  rebel  leaders,  in  the  very  palpable  form  of  axes  and 
lialters.  They  would  have  him  absolute,  and  find  him  so  to  the 
very  extreme  of  their  theory. 

Since  we  wrote  our  first  article,  additional  intelligence  has  arrived 
from  France;  but  in  respect  to  the  elections,  it  all  bears  the  same 
complexion.  The  sole  dependence  of  the  Ministry  is  now  upon  the 
Departmental  Colleges,  which  they  are  conjuring  most  plaintively  to 
counteract  the  dreadful  democratic  tendency  of  those  of  the 
Arondissemenls,  Whatever  the  result  of  this  appeal,  as  justly  observed 
by  a  contetnporary,  a  more  independent  body  is  secured  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  than  has  existed  there  since  the  Restoration, 
and  one  which  must  inevitably  prove  influential,  if  even  outvoted. 
This  election  has  also  served  to  expose  the  unutterable  hatred  that 
the  body  of  the  people  bear  to  the  Jesuitical  faction,  which,  as  the 
same  authority  forcibly  remarks,  may  eventually  exasperate  them  into 
an  open  attempt  to  quell  it,  if  not  otherwise  more  constitutionally. 
In  the  mean  time  the  latest  arrivals  of  French  papers  contain  elaborate 
details  of  the  effect  of  the  excitement  in  Paris ;  and  the  attempts  to 
disperse  the  people  by  force,  in  their  anxiety  to  promote  illumination 


ana  display  tneir  irmmpn,  n:is  proauceu  consiucraoie  uioousneo 
and  some  loss  of  life.  The  Gazette  de  France  tries  to  give  a 
revolutionary  colour  to  these  proceedings,  which  assertion  is 
however  flatly  contradicted  by  tne  liberal  journals,  who  accuse 
Ministers  of  wishing  to  turn  those  conflicts,  which  have  been 
chiefly  created  by  police  incendiaries  and  the  unnecessary  inter¬ 
ference  of  the  soldiery,  into  a  source  of  provincial  alarm.  Men  are 
said  to  have  been  seen  giving  fireworks  to  the  people,  and  pushing 
tUepa  on  to  disorder,  who  were  never  molested  themselves  by  the 
police,  although  the  persons  whom  they  instigated  were  immediately 
arrested.  Even  the  formation  of  barricades  in  the  streets  of  St  Denis  and 
St  Martin  is  said  to  have  been  originally  advised  by  these  miscreants  ;  and 
certainly  those  impediments  proved  more  serviceable  to  the  soldiers  than  to 
the  mob  who  constructed  them.  However  all  this  may  be,  if  the  Bourbons 
and  their  fanatic  advisers  are  not  stupidly  unwise,  they  will  take  a  hint 
from  indications  which  show  so  plainly  the  unpopularity  and  hatred  pro- 
due^  by  their  proceedings.  It  singularly  enough  happens,  that  in  all  leaning 
particulars  the  party  now  triumphant  in  France  is  of  a  very  similar  description 
to  that  which  has  recently  ousted  the  Tories  in  England.  In  respect  to  foreign 
policy,  in  particular,  their  views  are  nearly  the  same ;  and  if  the  liberal  party 
prevail  in  France,  the  two  countries  will  be  drawn  still  closer  together,  a 
policy  now  become  advantageous  to  both  and  to  Europe  generally,  in  couse* 
qi^ce  of  the  rapid  growth  of  Russia  and  other  causes.  It  is  in  fact  quite 
PDTio^  t^t  pVTOw^nunded  imbecUity  tnuac  givf  vay  ^  oevotri^ ; 


fanaticism  and  the  Jesuits  in  the  one,  and  monopolv  and 
politics  in  the  other.  Society  is  growing  too  well  informed  and 
much  longer  to  remain  a  property ;  and  the  yell  of  self-interests  and 
innocent  groans,  will  equally  fail  in  preventing  that  ultimate  mnl 
of  Justice,  Freedom,  and  Reform.  o^^summaUoa 

Mr  O  Connell,  in  .some  of  the  late  meetings  of  the  Caiholie 
Association,  has  sounded  the  tocsin  of  his  eloquence  against  th 
doctrines  of  Mr  Malthus,  and  the  propositions  of  the  Emigratioa 
Committee.  The  great  Catholic  Chieftain  appears  to  be  as  much  in 
the  dark  respecting  the  leading  truths  of  Political  Economy  as  my 
Lord  Eldon  or  any  of  his  superlatively  enlightened  fraternity 
But  though  the  intellect  of  Mr  O’Connell  does  not  seem  likely  to* 
raise  him  to  a  high  rank  among  the  Economists,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  his  voice  will  be  loud  enough  to  raise  an  outcry  against  the 
Emigration  scheme  from  one  end  of  Ireland  to  the  other.  The  half. 
famished  people  will  not  readily  forget  those  who  have  been  marked 
out  by  the  Catholic  Orator  as  the  dog-hutchers  of  the  country!' 

The  Irish  landlords,  who,  acting  upon  a  principle  of  blind  selfish¬ 
ness,  have  divided  their  estates  in  order  to  increase  their  rents  and  to 
multiply  their  suffrages,  have  at  last  discovered  to  their  cost  that  they 
have  been  instrumental  in  producing  a  surplus  of  life  so  much  beyond 
what  the  produce  of  the  country  can  feed  or  its  capital  employ,  that 
they  now  deem  it  essential  to  their  security  to  exterminate  one-third 
of  the  inhabitants. 

But  the  Times  has  made  a  remark,  which  has  received  the  sanction 
of  the  Chronicle,  that  “  the  poor  families  have  just  as  great  a  right  to 
send  the  rich  away,  as  the  rich  the  poor.’^  Those  who  are  born  in  a 
country  are  not  born  from  their  own  option  of  good  or  their  own 
wilful  negligence  of  evil.  They  come  into  the  world  without  any 
previous  choice  of  coming  or  staying  away.  Their  parents  can  con¬ 
template  consequences ;  but  that  is  not  in  the  power  of  their  ofl'spring, 
at  least  not  till  long  after  they  are  born.  If  therefore  their  parents 
cannot  support  them,  they  have  an  equitable  title  to  support  from  the 
country  which  gave  them  birth.  As  they  do  not  come  into  the  world 
of  their  own  accord,  they  come  with  a  lien  upon  the  soil.  This  is  a 
claim  which  exists  in  the  constitution  of  things.'  It  is  anterior  to  all 
legal  ordinances,  to  all  civil  obligations.  To  talk  of  exterminating 
the  surplus  population  of  a  country,  is  only  to  talk  of  wholesale 
murder.  ■ 

The  creation  of  seventy-six  new  Peers  by  the  French  King,  in  order 
to  give  the  Court  a  majority  in  that  House,  is  a  strong  proof  that  it  was 
the  intention  of  the  Government  to  accomplish  the  measures  which  it 
in  vain  endeavoured  to  carry  in  the  last  session  of  the  Chambers, 
The  law  respecting  the  equal  division  of  property  among 
children  would  have  been  repealed  ;  and  that  respecting  tlie  liberty 
of  the  press,  which  was  in  vain  proposed  in  the  last  session,  would 
probably  have  been  carried  in  the  next.  These  “  Legitimate  ’  schemes 
are  however  defeated  by  the  triumph  of  the  Liberals  in  the  new  elec¬ 
tions.

Crown  in  order  to  carry  these  and  other  measures  in  favour  of  c??- 
potism,  are  for  the  most  part  a  set  of  needy  adventurers,  who  wil  say 
what  they  are  told  and  do  what  they  are  bid.

Mr  Burgess,  in  his  Memorial  to  Lord  Viscount  Goderich,  suggests 
^  that  the  monopoly  of  the  Bank  may  be  evaded  during  the  continuance  of 
the  present  charter.  A  Joint  Stock  Bank  might  be  established,  of 
course,  at  Northampton,  or  any  town  beyond  the  privileged  circle  of  the 
Bank  ;  but  he  suggests,  in  preference,  that  five  or  six  persons,  every  one 
of  them  of  commanding  capital  and  credit,  should  be  established 
in  London,  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  notes  for  the  use  of  the  Country 
Bankers,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  notes  of  the  Bank  of  England.  Con¬ 
nexions  the  most  valuable,  and  a  circulation  for  its  notes  almost  exclusive 
af^ainst  Bank  of  England  notes,  might  at  once  be  secured,  by  the  six 
partners  in  this  Bank  opening  proposals  for  creating  in  the  year  1833  a 
Stock  Bank,  similar  to  the  Bank  of  England,  and  confining  subscriptions 
for  the  shares  to  the  general  body  of  the  Private  Bankers  of  England.”

I  we  presume  it  will  be  allowed  that  they  are,  in  no  common  degree,  alive 
to  a  sense  of  wrong — that  when  injured  and  deprived  of  their  just  rights, 
they  have  both  the  acuteneuess  to  discern  it,  and  the  heart  to  feel  it ; 
and  presently  harbour  a  deeply-rooted  sentiment  of  disaffection  and  re¬ 
venge.  We  conceive  that  we  sliould  be  stepping  out  of  our  true  pro¬ 
vince  were  we  to  offer  a  direct  opinion  on  that  perplexing  and  agitating 
quentiou— Roman  Cnlholic  Emancipation  but  we  trust  we  shall  not 
offend  tiie  Lord  Lieutenant  by  an  expression  of  the  general  sentiment, 
that  there  never  was  a  people  in  the  management  of  whom  a  perfect 
♦*quiiy  and  impartiality  was  more  evidently  requisite  than  the  people  of 
Ireland— that  it  is,  in  the  highest  degree,  desirable  that  every  class  of 
the  King's  subjects  in  that  country  should,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the 
safety  of  the  state,  be  allowed  the  exercise  of  the  same  civil  rights — and 
that  the  less  the  distinctions  of  religious  opinions  are  insisted  on  and 
dragged  to  light,  in  connection  with  the  civil  policy  of  the  country,  the 
greater  will  be  the  probability  of  its  being  blessed  w  ith  a  state  of  perma- 
ix^nt  trauquillily.  We  lament  that  constant  agitation  of  this  irritating

The  pulling  down  of  Kew  Palace  is  now  rapidly  proceeding.  Very  soon 
there  will  not  be  one  brick  or  stone  above  another  ot  that  Palace,  tlie 
building  of  which  cost  500,000/.  The  annual  cost  of  keeping  Kew  Palace 
weather  proof,  &c.  is  mentioned  to  have  been  never  less  tlian  500/.  It 
was  found  that  the  dry  rot  ”  had  taken  possession,  in  addition  to  the 
extended  progress  of  general  decay. 

Bones  op  the  Mammoth. — The  fossil  remains  of  this  colossal  animal, 
lately  discovered  by  our  countrymen  in  the  Burman  empire,  imbedded 
with  those  of  the  rhinoceros,  ruminating  animals,  tortoises,  and  croco> 
diles,  have  given  rise  to  much  curious  s|)eculation  among  the  geologists 
of  France.  It  seems,  that  up  to  this  moment  the  mammoth's  bones  had 
never  been  found  in  equatorial  regions.  It  was  thought,  therefore,  to 
have  been  designed  by  nature  to  inhabit  cold  countries,  like  the  fossil  * 
elephant,  which  was  discovered  entire  on  the  banks  of  the  Lena,  covered 
with  a  coat  of  thick  fur.  Geologists  regard  this  discovery  as  very  im¬ 
portant,  as  it  must  give  rise  to  fresh  discussions  and  enquiries,  which,  if 
they  determine  nothing,  will  at  least  amuse  for  a  while,  and  may,  in  the 
end,  lead  to  something  like  a  satisfactory  conclusion.— London  Weekly 
Review. 

Rousse-Au's  Herbal,— We  have  just  seen  the  MS.  Herbal  of  the  phi¬ 
losopher  of  Geneva.  It  consists  of  eight  small  folio  volumes,  bound  up 
neatly  in  vellum,  each  volume  having  a  thong  of  the  same  material 
bound  three  or,  four  times  round  it.  Tiie  plants  are  ernshed  flat,  and 
fastened  to  the  paper  with  gum  ;  and  the  natural  history,  or  rather  the 
scientific  description  of  each,  is  written  on  the  opposite  page,  in  Rous¬ 
seau's  small,  beautiful  hand-writing.  A  very  pleasing  scent  exhales  from 
tlie  volumes  when  open  ;  and  neither  the  leaves  nor  the  flowers  ot  the 
plants  have  lost  their  brilliant  colours.  The  MS.  is  valued  at  three  hun¬ 
dred  guineas. — London  Weekly  Review. 

The  Chimpansa, — This  enormous  monkey  inhabits  the  coast  of  the 
Gulf  of  Guinea.  Its  height  is  sometimes  greater  tliau  that  of  man  ;  it  has 
a  small  beard  and  mustachios;  and  is  exceedingly  pugnacious.  It  lives, 
in  some  measure,  in  society  ;  at  least  numerous  individuals  of  the  species 
congregate  together,  to  plunder  the  negroes  and  carry  ofl'  tlieir  wives. 

It  builds  itself  a  hut,  makes  love  to  the  negresses,  and  drives  away  those  * 
who  approach  his  dwelling,  by  pelting  them  with  stones.  Several  young 
ones  have  been  tamed,  and  found  to  possess  great  imitative  talents.— 
London  Weekly  Review, 

Burning  op  Joan  Bocher. — ^The  Protestant  bawlera  against  the 
Catholics  should  recollect,  that  when  they  got  the  power  into  their 
hands,  they  committed  to  the  flames  those  whom  they  chose  to  denominate 
heretics — that  is,  persons  who  differed  with  them  on  religious  subjects.

She  was  burnt  at  the  stake,  but  maintained 
her  opinions  to  the  last,  telling  one  Dr  Scory,  who  wisely  undertook  to 
refute  her, that*'  he  lied  like  u  rogue, and  had  better  go  home  and  study 
the  Scripture.”  ’ 

The  Apocalypse. — When  St  John  wrote  his  Apocalypse,  among  his 
other  dreams  he  hardly  dreamt  of  the  many  thousand  absurd  opinions  to 
which  his  disturbed  imaginings  have  given  rise.  *' At  this  lime  ( 12(X)— 
says  Dr  Lingard)  all  the  nations  of  Christendom  were  thrown  into  con¬ 
sternation  by  the  commentators  on  the  Apocalypse,  who  do  not  appear  to 
have  been  better  gifted  than  their  more  recent  successors.  They  taught, 
that  at  the  end  of  the  year  1200  expired  the  term  of  1000  years  during 
which  the  Devil  was  to  be  l>ound  in  the  bottomless  pit  (Rev.  xx.  1.  8.)

The  affair  of  the  Bishop  of  Peterborough  and  the  Incumbent  of 
Mambleton,  Jn  Rutland,  has  excited  much  interest.  The  Bishop  was 
holding  a  visitation  at  Oakham,  when  some  children  of  the  Rev,  C. 
Collier’s  parish  of  Hambleton  were  presented  for  confirmation  without 
their  having  obtained  the  minister’s  certificate,  Mr  Collier  represented 
that  he  had  refused  the  certificate  as  deeming  the  children,  on  examina* 
tien,  not  fit  to  come  to  the  ordinance.  The  Bishop  requested  that  the 
Rev.  Dr  Wilkins,  of  Nottingham,  who  happened  to  be  present  at  this 
visitation  in  Rutland,  would  examine  the  children  from  Hambleton. 
The  Rev.  Doctor  did  examine  them,  and  granted  the  usual  certificate. 
The  children,  and  a  large  number  of  others,  were  already  at  the  altar, 
when  the  Bishop  addressed  some  strong  observations  to  Mr  Collier, 
repeatedly  called  him  ‘‘  a  tyrant  in  his  parish,”  and  declared  that  he 
was  unfit  to  examine  children,  and  should  not  do  so  for  the  future.  This 
led  to  some  language  in  a  loud  tone,  and  a  declaration  by  the  Vicar  of 
Hambleton  to  his  Lordship,  that  he  would  “  drag  him  before  the  House 
of  Lords.”  Besides  holding  the  vicarage  of  Hambleton,  the  Rev.  C, 
Collier  is  also  vicar  of  Riby,  in  Lincolnshire,  and  both  livings  are  in  the 
gift  of  the  Bishop  of  Wincnester.— Mercury* 

The  Rev,  W.  L.  Bowles,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  Wilts, 
has  presented  a  petition  to  the  King  in  favour  of  Catherine  Cook  (between 
forty  and  fifty  years  of  age)  convicted  at  the  late  Marlborough  Sessions 
of  robbing  her  master,  E.  Wariner,  Esq.  of  china  ware,  “  valued  at  a 
few  shillings.”  The  ground  on  which  the  reverend  gentleman  petitions 
his  Majesty  is,  that  on  her  conviction  before  “  a  full  attendance  of  ma¬ 
gistrates,”  she  was  sentenced  to  two  years’  imprisonment,  with  a  fine  of 
40L  to  the  King ;  and  that  on  the  following  day,  “  after  the  petitioner  and 
several  magistrates  had  left  the  bench,  the  magistrates  there  remaining, 
and  then  assembled,  finding  that  the  Court  had  no  legal  power  to  award 
a  pecuniary  fine,  placed  the  said  Catherine  Cook  again  at  the  bar,  and 
commuted  the  first  sentence  to  that  of  two  years*  imprisonment,  six  months 
in  the  first  period  to  be  in  solitary  confinement — and  six  months,  after 
eighteen  months  of  the  said  imprisonment  had  expired,  in  solitary  con¬ 
finement  again  I” .  This  the  reverend  gentleman  considers  “  a  most 
severe  after  sentence  adding,  that  he  “  would  never  have  consented 
to  such  an  infliction,  deeming  solitary  confinement  to  be  the  most 
dreadful  of  all  human  punishments,  except  death  alone,  and  therefore, 
in.his  judgment, according  to  that  belief,  it  ought  to  be  reserved  for  cases 
of  the  most  hardened  and  atrocious  of  criminals,  insensible  to  all  feelings 
of  contrition  and  remorse.” 

French  Literati.— It  is  grateful  to  behold  the  literature  of  France 
ranging  itself  on  the  side  of  liberal  opinions. — The  Court  and  its  sti¬ 
pendiaries,  the  Jesuits,  have  thrown  all  the  obstacles  they  could*  in  the 
way  I  and  have  laboured,  and  indeed  are  labouring,  to  degrade  literature 
into  the  auxiliary  of  ignorance  and  the  parasite  of  priestcraft.  But  there 
are  many  indications  that  the  literary  and  scientific  individuals  amongst 
our  neighbours  have  a  proper  sense  of  their  own  dignity,  and  are  not 
willing  to  prostitute  the  best  gifts  of  the  Deity  to  purposes  the  most 
inimicar  to  human  happiness.

The  West  Indies. — These  Colonies  will  in  a  very  few  years  lose  the 
market  of  (he  United  States  for  sugars.  The  quantity  now  procured 
from  thence  by  the  Americans,  is  about  170,000  hogsheads  annually,  the 
value  of  which  is  at  least  three  and  a  hplf  millions  of  money.  Since  the 
cession  of  Florida  to  the  United  States,  tli^'pugar  cane  has  been  planted 
there  and  thrives  amazingly.  Florida  isKdw  rapidly  settling  by  intelli¬ 
gent  and  enterprising  men,,  who  are  turning  their  attention  to  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  sugar.  Experimient  has  demonstrated  that  an  acre  of,  land, 
which  would  yield  tweuty  bushels  of  corn,  will  turn  out  a  hogshead,  or  a 
llioiisand  pounds  of  sugar,  the  molasses  paying  the  expense  of  cultivation, 
and  the  sugar  being  worth  to  the  planter,  upon  an  average,  seven  cents  a 
pound.  Nearly  all  the  land  in  Florida  is  capable  of  producing  the  same 
results.  The  celebrated  La  Fayette  has  a  large  tract  of  this  country, 
which  will  grow  excellent  sugars,  and  the  Congress  having  fixed  a  duty 
of  five  dollftn 'pep  cent,  on  Foreign  Sugars,  will  give  the  planters  of 
Morida  a  monopoly  of  the  American  market.  We  understand  there  is  a 
prnileman  now  in  England  who  has  purchased  (he  adjoining  county  to 
La  Fayette’s,  consisting  of  80,000  acres,  upon  part  of  which  he  planted 
the  sugar  cane  several  years  since.  He  intends  ultimately  to  cultivate 
the  whole  by  free  labour;  to  declare  all  the  children  free,  and  during 
their  minority  to  give  them  an  excellent  education.— /)a/(y  Paper,

COMPULSORY  MANUMISSION  OF  SLAVES. 

The  Lords  of  the  Council,  consisting  of  Lord  Bexley,  the  Honourable 
L  AbercrombV,  Sir  II.  Elliot,  Sir  J.  Macintosh,  and  Mr  Wilmot  Horton, 
'jere  occupieQ  with  the  Petition  of  the  principal  Planters  of  Denierara  and 
Herlnce,  against  the  Orders  of  the  local  Governments  for  the  compulsory 
Manumission  of  Slaves^  fpupded  on  the  instructions  sent  out  by  Lord 

Bathurst  in  1826. 

Mr  Hindman,  proprietor  of  au  estate  in  Demerara,  was  examined :  his 
evidence  went  prmcipully  to  shew  the  almost  impossibility  of  carrying  the 
Older  of  Council  into  execution,  particularly  on  the  su^ar  estates. 

Mr  Macrea  gave  testimony  to  a  similar  effect,  lie  stated  that,  during 
me  last  twenty' years, 'civilization  had  increased  rapidly  among  the  slaves, 
had-madeiheqn  more  valuable  to  their  masters;  that  their  manumission 
Would  nut  fend  to  increase  this  spirit  of  civilization  ;  that  it  would  he  detri¬ 
mental  to  the  pUht^rs  tbatilaves  should  be  allow'ed  to  purchase  the  freedom 

Uieir  children,  as  it  would  deteriorate  their  value ;  that  it  would  be  long 
^fore  such  a  state  of  things  would  arise  to  render  it  advantageous  to  masters

considerable  depreciation  of  the  value  of  slaves  had  taken  place  in  the  mar*’ 
ket  within  the  la.st  few  years  ;  which  had  arisen  from  the  proceedings  of 
the  legislature  with  regard  to  West  India  property,  aud  principally  from 
recent  orders  of  Lord  Bathurst. 

Lord  Bexley  :  What  would  you  recommend  as  a  means  of  introducing- 
free  labour  into  these^  colonies,  in  place  of  that  of  the  slaves  to  be  manumit¬ 
ted  ? — The  enactment  of  a  vagrant  law  ;  to  appropriate  the  land  to  the  free 
slaves,  and  compel  them  to  pay  rent  for  it,  instead  of  allowing  them  to 
occupy  it  gratuitously  ;  and  to  compel  them  to  labour,  by  not  allowing  them 
to  subsist  upon  wild  animals. 

Mr  Horton  :  If  such  a  measure  would  be  productive  of  advantage,  by 
accelerating  the  period  when  free  'labour  would  be  forthcoming,  is  that  a 
circumstance  within  the  power  of  the  legislature? — Yes  ;  aud  the  proprie¬ 
tors  would  be  the  first  to  take  advantage  of  it,  by  employing  free  laboiireii. 

Mr  Horton  :  If  the  legislature  have  determiued  to  put  an  end  to  slavery^ 
and  that  these  clauses  for  compulsory  manumission  be  found  inadequate  .tQ 
accomplish  that  object,  what  alternative  do  you  see  between  the  continuanqi 
of  slavery,  and  the  purchase  by  the  nation  of  the  property  of  the  Demerara 
proprietors  ? — I  have  stated  that  a  fair  opportunity  of  obtaining  free  labour 
has  never  yet  been  made,  and  that,  therefore,  no  opinion  can  be  given  as  to 
the  alternative  or  its  nature. 

Mr  Horton  :  Can  you  state  the  earliest  period  at  which  the  mode 
recommended  w'ould  produce  the  effects  you  contemplate  ?— If  all  the  land 
were  appropriated,  and  the  free  slaves  prevented  from  holding  any  of  it 
without  paying  rent,  the  time  would  be  comparatively  short;  but  1  caunot 
state  any  precise  period. 

Air  Horton  :  Can  you  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  probable  time  that 
would  be  required  to  have  a  sufficiency  of  free  labour?— From  tlie  course 
of  instruction  now  in  progress,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  great  change  will  take 
place  in  the  negro  chaiacter,  and  that,  before  long,  he  may  be  willing  to 
labour  fur  his  support. 

Lord  Bexley  :  How  much  has  the  value  of  West  India  property  been 
depreciated  by  the  order  of  compulsory  mauumissiou  ? — 1  will  state  a  fact 
within  iny  knowledge.  In  1821  or  1822,  a  property  was  sold  for 
80,000/. ;  tlie  same  was  recently  put  up,  aud  there  was  no  bidding  higher 
than  30,000/. 

8ir  J.  M^ceintosii  :  What  reasons  have  you  for  stating  that  the  prin¬ 
cipal  cause  of  tiiis  depreciation  is  the  compulsory  clause  for  roaoumUstoo  1— • 

I  have  heard  proprietors  say,  that  this  law  makes  their  title  of  a' temporary 
nature,  in  which  no  person  would  wish  to  embark  his  oapital.  ' 

Witnesses  were  then  called  to  prove  the  depreciation  of  property,*  is 
consequence  of  the  recent  Orders  of  the  Councils  of  Demerara  aad  ;

Mr  Wright  then  brought  his 
action  for  the  recovery  of  these  instalments,  and  Mr  Kirkby,  (having  pur¬ 
chased  the  entire  interest  in  the  concern),  applied  first  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  Mr  Wright's  proceeding  at  law,  and  afterwards  filed  a  bill  against 
hint  for  a  specific  performance  of  his  agreement  to  make  up  the  deficiency 
in  the  profits. 

Mr  Wright's  counsel  now  contended  that  the  affairs  had  been  grossly  mis¬ 
managed,  and  that  to  that  cause  alone  the  falling  off  in  the  profits  of  the 
newspaper  was  to  be  attributed. 

The  >  ificE-CHANCELLOR  said,  that  the  only  fact  to  be  ascertained  was, 
whether  the  subject  of  agreement  did  produce  the  specified  profit ;  because 
the  agreement  plainly  indicated  that  it  was  the  newspaper  and  the  sale  of 
patient  medicines,  added  to  the  business  of  Messrs  Kirkby  and  Co.,  and  not 
the  persons,  that  were-  to  produce  a  profit  of  4,000/.  in  four  years.  The 
idsintiff  stated  that  the  amount  of  profits,  for  the  four  years,  was  but 
1,333/.

HABEAS  CORPUS. 

Mrs  Ann  Hodgkinson  again  appeared  in  Court  under  a  writ  of  Htbru 
Corpus. 

Ine  Attorket-General  said  that  the  lady's  affidavits  brought  charges 
against  the  husband  which  his  affidavits  positively  denied.  He  had  put  bis 
wife  under  the  protection  of  respectable  persons,  and  he  again  offered  to 
refer  the  matters  in  dispute  to  Mr  Taunton,  or,  if  the  Court  thought  proper, 
to  allow  the  lady  to  remain  with  her  relations,  and  to  allow  her  the  tame 
sum  he  had  before  advanced  for  her  support.

Turning  to  the  lady,  his  Lordship  continued — Madam,  you  are  at  liWy  to 
return  to  your  husband,  to  go  with  your  friends,  or  wherever  else  you  may 
think  proper.

THE  EXECUTORS  OP  RNNDELL  V,  BIOO. 

In  this  case  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr  Rundell,  of  the  firm  of  Rundell 
and  Bridge,  had  filed  a  bill  against  his  nephew,  the  defendant,  praying  the 
Court  to  restrain  him  from  proceeding  to  execution  in  the  event  of  bis 
■qceeeding  in  proceedings  instituted  at  law,  and  to  compel  him  to  give 
up  a  bond  of  the  late  Mr  Rundell's,  by  which  an  annuity  of  600/. 
WHS  secured  to  defendant. 

'Mr  Buoden,  for  the  plaintiffs,  detailed  the  nature  of  the  case.  In  1806 
Mr  Rundell  invited  his  nephew,  the  defendant,  to  come  to  town,  and 
pfomised  to  provide  for  him.

In  1808  Mr  Rundell  wished  to  take  the  defendant  into  the  business ;  but 
at  the  partneiahip  then  existing  would  not  expire  until  1810,  he  contented 
hlnteu  with  assigning  to  the  defendant  a  sixteenth  of  his  own  share  in  the 
concern,  and,  as  an  earnest  of  his  future  favour,  gave  him  a  post-obit  bond 
for  20,000/.’  In  1810,  Mr  Rundell  gave  the  defendant  the  full  profits  of  a 
auUeenth  of  the  whole  business,  and  lent  him  25,000/. ;  but  upon  that  sum 
it  was  understood  that  the  defendant  should  pay  Mr  Rundell  interest,  and 
that  understanding  was  always  enforced.  On  this  arrangement  Mr  Rundell 
ceased  to  pay  the  annuity  of  600/. ;  and  from  1810  until  the  death  of  Mr 
Rondell,  no  part  of  it  was  ever  claimed  by  the  defendant.  On  the  death 
of  Mr  Rundell,  however,  defendant  produced  the  bond,  and  claimed  the 
Hmari  for  seventeen  years,  and  also  its  future  payment.  The  claim  had 
bpen  resisted  by  the  executors,  and  the  defendant  baud  commenced  an  action 
u  law.  He  tbouRht  he  could  prove  to  the  Court  that  the  defendant  and 
Mr  Buodcll  both  considered  the  bond  void.

Mr  Justice  Bayley.— What  affidavit  have  you,  Mr  French  1 
Mr  French. — I  have  a  very  full  and  copious  one  of  my  own,  my  Lord. 
The  libel  further  accuses  me  of  inveighing  in  public  against  everything 
good  in  the  institutions  of  my  country. 

The  Court  granted  a  rule  to  show  cause.

The  defendant,  who  appeared  on  the  floor  of  the  Court,  putlnalong 
affidavit  in  mitigation  of  punishment,  in  which  be  affirmed,  that  the  two 
paragraphs  in  question  came  to  him  among  various  articles  of  miscellaneous 
intelligence,  and  were  inserted  in  the  usual  part  of  the  paper  reserved  for 
such  contributions ;  that  be  had  no  knowledge  whatever  ol  the  nature  of 
the  circumstance  to  which  they  referred ,  or  of  the  party  alluded  to.  The 
word  Hartikorne  was  underscored  in  the  manuscript,  and  was  conse- 
qatntly,  according  to  practice,  printed  in  Italics*,  but  he  had  not  so 
ordered  it  to  be  marked,  nor  was  it  done  by  anybody  in  his  employment, 
neither  were  the  paragraphs  written  by  any  ot  his  assistants,  lie  had 
never  seen  these  paragraphs  since  their  insertion  in  the  paper,  and  it  was 
not  usual  to  preserve  such  manuscripts.  He  had  no  knowledge  whatever 
cJ  the  name  of  the  writer,  but  as  soon  as  he  was  apprised  of  this  prosecu¬ 
tion,  he  took  the  utmost  pains  to  repair  the  injury  be  had  been  the  instru- 
nient  of  unintentionally  inflicting,  and  had,  on  the  lOtb  of  last  December, 
published  a  very  ample  aud  explicit  paragraph,  expressive  of  his  regret  at 
tile  insertion  of  the  oflensive  paragraphs,  and  disclaiming  all  knowledge  of 
thrir  reference  to  Mr  Hartshorne ;  that  he  viewed  the  wound  upon  that 
gentleman's  feelings  with  the  greatest  pain  and  sorrow,  and  had  then  made 
n  full,  ample,  and  unambiguous  apology,  as  well  to  Mr  Hartshorne  himself, 
ns  to  Mr  Heber,  with  whom  his  name  had  been  supposed  to  be  coupled, 
at  the  same  time  declaring  a  perfect  and  utter  disbelief  of  the  imputatious 
which  were  understood  to  apply  to  these  gentlemen ;  and  that  Mr  Heber 
was  sojourning  abroad  under  an  assumed  name,  to  purchase  rare  books,  lest 
the  general  disclosure  of  his  own  name,  known  to  be  that  of  the  greatest 
i^k  collector  in  this  country,  should  have  the  effect  of  impeding  his  inten- 
rions,  by  enhancing  the  price  ;  and  that  Mr  Heser  held  bis  rank  in  the 
best  circles  of  the  Continent. 

'fhe  Common-Serjeant  and  Mr  Parke  spoke  in  mitigation  of  punish- 
toent,  on  behalf  of  the  defendant. 

The  Attorney-General,  for  the  prosecution,  said  that  he  rose  as 
Couusel  for  a  young  gentleman  who  ban  owed  it  to  himself,  to  his  friends, 
Md  to  the  public,  to  pass  through  this  open  ordeal,  and  establish  bis  inno¬ 
cence  in  the  broad  face  of  day. 

The  Loro  Chief  Justice.— It  is  due  to  the  prosecutor  to  say,  that  I 
cever  saw  a  gentleman  who  conducted  himself  with  inore  propriety  than 
Mr  Hartshorne  throughout  these  proceedings,  or  whose  innocence  has  been 
**ere  clearly  established. 

The  Attorney'Gensral  resumed  and  said,  that  Mr  Hartshorne  had 
l^n  made  to  suffer  bitterly  in  taking  all  the  steps  which  this  enquiry  bad 
upon  him*  Having  done  so,  however,  he  was  now  ready  to  acqui¬ 
esce  in  whatever  judgment  the  Court  thought  proper  to  pronounce. 

Mr  Justice  Daylxt  then  pronounced  the  sentence  of  the  Court.  The 
defendant  had  disclaimed  all  personal  malice  by  his  affidavit,  and  had 
^ven  an  explanation  of  the  way  in  which  these  paragraphs  bad  obtained 
insertion  in  nis  paper.

CRIMINAL  information. 

The  Attorney.General  moved  for  a  rule  to  show  cause  why  a  criminal 
information  should  not  be  filed  against  William  Arundell  Harris  Arundell, 
Esq.  of  lifton-park,  in  Devonshire,  and  a  magiatrate  of  that  county.  It 
was  stated  in  affidavits,  that  there  were  two  or  three  persons  in  the  village 
of  Lifton,  against  whom  Mr  Arundell  had  declared  a  determined  hostility. 
On  the  6th  of  September  last,  a  man  of  the  name  of  Thomas  Emery  delivered 
a  cart-load  of  barley  at  the  malthouse  of  Mr  Robert  Palmer  in  the  village. 
After  unloading,  he  drew  his  cart  on  one  side  of  the  road,  to  wait  for  tie  ‘ 
return  of  the  sacks,  leaving  plenty  of  room  for  the  passage  of  vehicles. 
Mr  Arundell  rode  by,  and  declared  he  would  fine  Emery  10s.  for  ob¬ 
structing  the  highway.  Emery  pleaded  hard  for  mercy ;  and  Mr  Robert 
Palmer,  coming  up,  entreated  he  might  be  spared,  being  very  poor. 
Mr  Arundell  said,  **  1  don't  care— I  shall  fine  him."  Mr  Palmer  asked 
Mr  Arundell  whether  the  law  did  not  allow  a  man  to  stand  with  his  cart  a 
reasonable  time  in  the  street,  in  order  to  load  and  unload  it.  Mr  Aruiulell 
then  said  to  Mr  Palmer,  **  1  am  not  to  be  taught  law  by  yod.  Sir ;  ^ 
1  had  only  fined  him  10s. — I  shall  now  fine  him  20s.;  and  unless  he 
pays  it  immediately*  I  shall  commit  him  to  the  House  of  Correction.** 
Mr  Arundell  gave  Emery  in  custody,  and  had  him  brought  to  LifloQ*park 
in  the  afternoon.  He  then  gave  him  two  hours  to  find  the  money  for  the 
fine.  Emery  went  away  in  the  custody  of  a  man  named  Chubb,  not  a 
constable ;  and  when  be  got  to  the  village,  the  affair  made  a  great  talk,  and 
the  villagers  advised  Emery  not  to  remain  in  custody,  as  Chubb  had  uo  ^ 
warrant.  Emery  accordingly  left  Chubb,  and  went  home.  Next  morning, 
however,  he  went  to  Mr  Arundell  to  pay  the  fine.  Mr  Arundell  then  said, 

**  You  must  now  pay  20s. :  10s.  for  the  original  fine,  and  10s.  more  for  the 
expense  of  my  issuing  warrants  to  the  constables  from  whom  you  ran  away, 
to  take  you  up."  After  a  short  conversation  Emery  paid  the  money.  Mr 
Arundell  then  said,  **  Did  you  uot  see  Mr  Palmer  shake  his  fist  at  me 
yesterday,  before  the  Bell  Inn  1"  Emery  said,  that  he  did  not  see  any 
such  thing.  Mr  Arundell  then  ssked  him  whether  he  knew  who  the 
parties  were  that  were  standing  before  the  Bell  Inn  ?  Emery  gave  him 
their  names.  He  took  them  down  upon  paper,  wrote  a  few  lines,  aud  then 
asked  Emery  to  make  bis  mark  under  what  he  had  written.  Emery  did  so, 
but  without  taking  any  oath,  and  without  having  any  oath  tendered  to  him 
On  the  10th  of  September,  Aldridge,  Palmer,  Reller,  were  summoned 
to  appear  before  Mr  Arundell,  to  answer  a  charge  of  hiving  been  parties 
to  a  riot,  and  a  rescue  of  Thomas  Emery.  Mr  Arundell  made  Alridge  and 
Keller  enter  into  recognizances  to  appear  at  the  next  Exeter  Sessions.  •  He 
then  turned  to  Mr  Palmer,  and  saiu,  **  Mr  Palmer,  you  are  the  first  man 
that  lever  committed  to  prison  fora  personal  insult  towards  myself.  1  intend 
to  send  you  to  Exeter  gaol.'*  Mr  Palmer  asked  him  why.  Mr  Arundell 
said,  **  You  insulted  me  yesterday  at  the  Bell,  and  lifted  up  your  fist  against 
me."  Mr  Palmer  said  that  he  had  not  done  any  such  thing.  Mr  Arundell 
said  that  he  would  not  admit  him  to  bail ;  aud  Mr  Palmer,  a  man  of 
respectability  and  property,  was  taken  away  in  custody  of  a  constable.— 
However,  Mr  Arundell’s  heart  soon  misgave  him.  He  sent  to  bring  Mr 


Palmer  back,  and  made  him  enter  into  recognizances  to  keep  the  peace.— 
The  l.earned  Gentleman  proceeded  to  detail  furtlier  proceeoirigs,  in  which 
Mr  Arundell  very  improperly  examined  witnesses  privately  at  his  ovrn 
bouse,  before  they  went  to  the  Grand  Jury.  The  bill  preferred  against  Mr 
Palmer  was  thrown  out. 

The  Court  granted  a  rule  to  show  cause. 

ANOTHER  CRIMINAL  INFORMATION— A  fBCOMD  DOGBERRY  !

Camden  town,  in  personal  conflict,  and  Mrs  Seifert  in  a  state  apparently  of 
madness.  Lacy  endeavoured  to  pacify  them,  but  in  vain  •  and  Mrs  Se/fert 
at  last  gave  him  a  slap  of  the  face.  After  a  great  deal  of  diflicuUy,  and  a 
pursuit  of  Mr  Seifert  and  Miss  Carey,  who  ran  out  of  the  house,  Lacy  took 
them  ail  exc^t  Mrs  Grace  to  the  watchhonse  ;  but  in  the  course  of  the 
night  Mr  Seffert  procured  bail  for  the  whole,  and  they  were  suffered  to  go 
home.  Mrs  Seifert,  a  genteel  and  interesting-looking  young  feiiiafe,  but 
evidently  wo-worn,  appeared  before  the  magistrate,  accompanied  by  her ; 
two  children,  one  a  fine  bov,  about  six  years  of  age,  and  the  other  an  infant 
in  the  arms  of  a  nurse.  IVfr  Seifert  appeared  dressed  in  the  style  of  buckeen  ^ 
about  town,  and  Miss  Carey  appeared  like  what  she  is— a  Cyprian.  Mr 
Seffert  described  himself  as  a  riding'raaster ;  but  Mrs* Seifert  gave  him  tho 
less  dignified  character  of  a  horse-dealer.

Complainant  stated,  that  be  lives  at  No.  9  Mac’s  place,  Fetter  lane,  and 
that  bearing  the  prisoner  was  quarrelling  with  his  wife  on  Monday,  be 
walked  up  to  his  door.  Tbe  wife  ran  by  him,  pursued  by  her  husband. 
Tbe  husband  in  returning  struck  witness  on  the  shoulder,  saying,  You 

b - y  rogue,  I’ll  murder  you.”  The  prisoner  made  repeated  thrusts  at 

him,  which  he  parried  with  a  yard  measure  he  had  in  his  hand.  The

madam;*’  Witness  discovered  he  had  beeu  stabbed,  and  was  bleeding 
profusely.  The  prisoner  had  become  jealous  of  him,  but  without  any 
reasoR  whatever.  On  Sunday  last  the  prisoner  declared,  during  a  quarrel 
with  his  wifn,  that  be  would  kill  her  and  witness  also ;  and  about  the  8th 
of  October,  the  prisoner  mentioued  in  a  public-house  where  witness  was 
sitting,  that  he  had  purchased  a  dagger  with  which  he  intended  to  take 
the  life  of  bis  wife  and  of  witness. 

‘Mr  Jones,  surgeon,  said  he  was  called  to  attend  witness,  and  found  he 
had  lost  a  considerable  quantity  of  blood.  There  was  an  incision  at  the 
top  of  tbe  arm  sin  inch  and  a  half  long,  and  three 'quarters  of  an  inch  deep, 
in  a  longitudinal  direction.  If  it  had  taken  a  cross  direction,  the  brachial 
artery  must  have  been  separated,  and  the  result  would  have  been  serious. 

The  prisoner  said  Williams  took  his  wife  to  Bartholomew  fair,  and  had 
ever  since  been  haunting  her  to  desert  her  home.  On  Sunday  night  he 
detected  hia  wife  in  attempting  to  carry  off  her  clothes,  and  on  Mouday 
evening,  returning  unexpectedly,  ho  found  her  engaged  in  carrying  his 
praperty  lo  a*  neighbour’s  house,  with  the  intention  of  leaving  him.

The  remainder  of  the  crew, 
consisting  of  eleven  men,  with  Lieutenant  Thos.  Ilaswell  of  the  Royal 
Navy,  a  passenger,  lashed  themselves  to  the  windlass,  and  the  vessel 
shortly  after  rignted,  but  the  sea  continued  to  run  mountains  high  ;  and 
In  this  perilous  situation  they  remained  two  days  and  two  nights,  having 
only  a  barrel  of  raw  potatoes  for  food.  On  the  morning  of  the  third  day, 
they  were  rescued  by  the  ship  Great  BritairtfOf  New  York,  F.  M.  French, 
master,  bound  to  Havre  de  Grace  Lieutenant  Haswell,  and  three  of  the 
crew,  were  pul  on  board  a  pilot  boat  in  the  channel,  which  landed  them 
at  Salcombe.  The  remainder  were  landed  at  Havre  de  Grace. 

•  Nov.  17,  between  nine  and  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning,  on  Waterloo 
bridge,  a  woman  made  a  determined  attempt  at  her  own  life,  by  cutting 
her  throat,  and  afterwards  precipitating  herself  from  the  balustrades  into 
the  water.  Two  boys,  apprentices  to  a  fisherman  at  Lambeth,  passed 
under  the  first  arch  on  the  Surry  side,  in  their  fishing  boat,  when  some¬ 
thing  fell  by  the  skiff  into  the  water,  which  caused  them  to  look  up  to 
the  bridge,  when  they  saw  a  respectably  dressed  female  standing  on  the 
coping  stone  in  great  dejection.  The  boys  hallooed  to  her  to  get  back 
again,  but  the  nett  moment  she  went  on  her  knees,  and  placed  her  hands 
together  as  if  in  prayer,  and  then  caught  hold  of  the  edge  of  the  stone, 
and  immediately  dropped  into  the  water  very  near  the  skiff;  the  boys 
pulled  lier  into  the  boat  alive,  but  the  blood  was  flowing  in  torrents  from 
her  neck.  They  carried  her  ashore  to  the  house  ot  Mr  Handey,  the 
surgeon,  at  the  corner  of  Stamford  street,  where  the  wounds  in  her  throat 
Were  sewed  up.  There  were  two,  one  close  to  the  carotid  artery,  the 
other  across  the  windpipe  ;  but  neither  were  considered  fatal,  as  only  the 
integuments  were  severed.  Several  questions  were  put  to  the  unhappy 
woman,  who’ appeared  to  be  about  thirty-five  years  of  age ;  but  she 
could  not  answer  them, owing  to  the  water  having  escaped  into  the plurea. 
She  was  subsequently  carried  in  a  coach  to  Lambeth  workhouse,  where 
alie  recovered  sufficiently  to  articulate.  She  represented,  that  her  name 
is  Charlotte  Erhardt :  that  her  parents  reside  in  St  James’s  parish,  and 
that  she  was  labouring  under  mental  derangement.  It  has  been  since 
ascertained  that  she  has  been  for  some  time  pastsufiering  under  paroxysms 
of  insanity.
